The weather in the mountains 1s cold, with 
frequent hard storms.

During the first day the Rugsians 
burfed their dead, but since then they have 
left the dead wherever they fell. Tuesday 
th Russians made an attempt at resistance 
in entrenchments north of the Hun river, but 
abandoned them sa they had been shelled | 
for two hours. 

Tt is reported that during Gen. Kouropat- 
kin’s resistance at Tower hill on the first 
day's battle he was slightly wounded by an 
éleyen inch shell which fell near him. 


CHECK JAP ATTACKS. 

GUNSHU PASS (about 165 miles north of 
Mukden), March 19.—The First army, which 
bas been covering the retreat of the Russian 
forcés from the south, is withdrawing slowly, 
checking comparatively light attacks by the 
Japanese. The Japanese are conducting a 
flanking operation on the right, and from the 
Russian column Japanese batteries are visi- 
ble keeping pace a short distance away. 

The Chinese population are leaving Gun- 
shu nafs for Kirkin, and the labor question 
is therefore growing critical, though Chinese 
receive the unprecedentedly high wages of 40 
to 50 cents a day. 7 

On Saturday, while the correspondent was 
proceeding almost with the réar guard, he 
stopped at ‘a Chinese village, where several 
natives came to the commanding officer and 
asked for permission to accompany the 
column with their families, saying the women 
feared the Japanese, who treated them worse 
than did the Chinese bandits. Practically 
the entire village accepted the officer's per-~ 
mission to accompany the rear guard. — 


GRIM PICTURES OF RETREAT. 
Scenes After the Battle of Mukden Full 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 20, 1:30 a. m.— 
Belated dispatches filed at Mukden, Tie pass, 
and Kalyuan reached St. Petersburg Jast 
evening. Writing under date of March 8, the 
correspondent mentions Gen. Kouropatkin's 
satisfaction with the situation. After eight 
Gays of battle the wounded, exceeding in 
number those of the battle of Liaoyang, were 
crowding the station and the Russian settle- 
ment. In the settlement cemetery chaplains 
were conducting continual funeral cere- 
monies, Quotations from the correspondent’s 
notebook indicate the grewsomeness of the 
scene: . 

“ Everywhere were corpses among dead 
horses, slaughtered animals, and abandoned 
quarters of beef. There is bursting shrapnel 
evéry where; six horses were killed a hundred 
feet away. A wagon train ahead stopped 
when two. soldiers quarreled plaintively 
about horse feed. 

“Dead and wounded are passing on the 
shoulders of soldiers or in mule litters, carts, 
wagons, or Chinese vehicles. Here one Rus- 


~ sian and one Japanese wounded, side by side, 


feed. each other; there lie seven little Jap- 
anese wounded, to whom big Russians are 
kindly attentive. 
“In the soft sunshine grave diggers are at 
work on all the roadways. Japanese officers 
who had been taken ners are seen in the 
street of the sett! nt. Everywhere are 
evidences that the Oo great armies have 
;come closer to.hand grips than ever before.” 


Jap Strength Less. 

Ina dispatch from Tie pass the correspond- 
ent states that, according to information, 
the Japanese strength in Mukden was eighty 
battalions lese than that of the Russians. 
The Japanese also were inferior in guns at 

,many places. The number of men at the 
beginning of the battle was 700,000, manning 
the’ greatest field works, ever constructed. 

Describing the retreat the dispatch pic- 
tures débris strewn along the road, marching 
soldiers increasing their loads by spearing 
bread, vegetables, or fruit on their bayonets, 


at the same time discarding heavy boots, 


Chinese garments, knapsacks, and blankets. 
The correspondent then continues: 

“ Daybreak disclosed the plain covered 

‘with riderless horses, horseless vehicles, 
fragments of harness, heaps of storés.and 
furniture. Night found the army bravely 
biyouacking on bare plains swept by a cold, 
searching wind, with not a solitary dugout 
to shelter them, but preparing a new posi- 
tion."’ 
Jap Movements Phenomenal. — 
Under date of Kaiyuan, March 13, the cor- 

respondent says: Z 

_ “ The Russian army east of the point where 
the Japanesé pierced the line at Fu pass was 
entirely unaffected by confusion during 
March 10. “fully two battalions of mixed 
troops escaped north by rail, and were found 
at Gunshu pass, 165 miles northward. 

“* The Japanese in battle employed phenom- 
enal innovations, unknown to European mili- 
tary practice, showing that they are not mere 
‘copyists. One Japanese detachment had the 
Russians beaten near the northern tombs 
and could have entered Mukden two days 
earlier, but retreated, simultaneously oppos- 
ing Russian regiments. 

“ When the army arrived at Tie pass every- 
thing was inadequate to the wants of the 
occasion. The city was-filled with troops 


crowding every available space and all super-

PEACE WELCOME 


Minister of Czar Says Viétori- 
ous Japan Can Afford to Be 


ae 


Humiliating Conditions, He Says, 
Would Mean a Renewal of 
_theStruggle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 20, 1:45 a. m.~ 
While Emperor Nicholas, whose word is final, 
still declines to abandon the prosecution of 
the war, and the government maintains its 
ability to continue the conflict,.it is stated 
that powerful influences, including several 
of the emperor’s’own ministers, are now 
strongly urging that the time has come tu 
indicate to Japan Russia’s desire for peace 
upon a reasonable basis. 

Should Japan then attempt to impose too 
onerotis conditions, these influences argue 
that. in view -of the universal. Wish to. see 
the bloody conflict ended, Russia's position 
will be strengthened abroad by the aliena- 
tion of sympathy from Japan, and the situa- 
tion at home improved when the nation !s 
made to understand that the emperor's pa~ 
cific proposals have been met with impossible 
terms. 
Taste of Bitter Defeat. | 
“We have suffered bitter defeat on land 
and sea,” said one of the emperor's advisers. 
“We can, however, still continue the war. 
But both countries have suffered great losses 
in blood and treasure, and it would only pifofit 
the rivals of both were we to fight on until 
one or the other is exhausted. Russia has 
had a hard task fighting the war against such 
adversaries, 6,000 miles from home, and I 
contend she can make a dignified peace with- 
out glory, but not without honor. 

“ As the victor on land and sea, Japan can 
afford to remember, as Bismarck did at the 
conclusion of the Austro-Prussian war, that 
two countries. whch must live through the 
long future as neighbors may need each 
other’s friendship. Japan may cohsider the 
time propitious, on account of the situation 
in European Russia, to try and crush us. 

“ Suppose, for the sake of argument, she 
sueceeded in finally forcing a humiliatinc 
peace, it could not be more than an armed 
truce. Russia is too big and powerful to re- 
tire permanently from the field. The clouds 
at home eventually will roll away. With the 
army and navy reorganized, in five, ten, or 
fifteen years there will come inevitably our 
revenge. No permanent peace is possible 
now or later unless Japan is reasonable.” \ 


Defines “Reasonable” Peace. 
To the suggestion of the possibility of an 
alliance betwee Russia and Japan, the min- 
ister said: 
_“ A reasonable peace must first be estab- | 
Mshed.” - . 
“What,” was asked, “ would be reason- 
able?” 
“ Broadly » Russia's renunciation 
of her entire Manchurian policy should satis- 
fy Japan’s claims. She could have her pro- 
tectorate over Corea, such privileges on the 
Kwantung peninsula and at Port Arthur as 
the powers would not oppose, and the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway be placed under inter- 
national control, Russia maintaining’ her 
rights to a railway line through northern 
“ What would be Russia’s attitude on the 
subject of indemnity?’ | 
* Russia never yet has paid indemnity, and 
history practically affords no precedent for 
indemnity when. territory is not occupied to 
insure payment; and Japan holds not a foot 
of Russian territory. Japan could, however, 
take the proceeds of the sale of property and 
rights of the Chinese Kastern railway, which 
was built with Russian money.”’ 

Proceeding, the minister said the diffi- 
culties Of continuing the war were fully 
appreciated, both from a military and a 
financial standpoint, but nejther was in- 
surmountable. He denied emphatically that 
the negotiations for a French loan were 
adjourned because Russia would not. e 


would be resumed soon. 7 


No New Mobilization. 

The minister said further that ‘‘ complete 
detailg of Gen. Kouropatkin’s losses have 
not yet reached the government, but it is; 
already known that the Japanese reports are 
greatly exaggerated. The reports that sixty ‘ 
siege guns and many hundred cars were left 
behind is false, as practically no siege guns 
or rolling stock fell into the hands of the 
Japanese. 

**No new general mobilization has been 
ordered, and it may not be necessary. Of 
the 300,000 reservists mobilized last fall 140,- 
000 and the fourth army corps, numbering 
40,000, are now beginning to arrive at the 
far east. If, therefore, Linevitch’s army 
totals 200,000 when he reaches Harbin (if 
that, for instance, is to be the new base) he 
will have an army of about 400,000 without 
summoning additional reserves. Some regu- 
lar units, like a division of the guards, might 
be sent without further mobilization.” 


CALLS ON RUSSIA TO REPENT. 


Metropolitan Antonius in Pastoral Tells 
People to Fear God, Cleanse Self, 
and Secure Grace. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 20, 2:35 a. m.-- 
Metropolitan Antonius has issued a remark- 
able pastoral address arraigning the Russia 
of teday for vanity, frivolity, dissipation, 
and impiety, the just punishment of which 
is the humiliation of the nation, and preach- 
ing repentence and the fear of God. 

“ It is not the first time,’’ the pastoral says, 
“ that on holy Russia has fallen dire misfor- 
tune; but then Russia was a wholly different 
country, strong in the love of holy religion 
and impregnable in devotion to the emperor 
and the fatherland. Now, while carrying on 
a great war, instead of congregating in a 
spirit of high and self-denying patriotism fn- 
ternal dissensions reigns in the land, every- 
thing is overthrown, science is neglected, and 
what is holy is trampled upon. 

“™ During.the carnival days last week, while 
our heroes were dying in unequal combat, 
soaking the battlefields with their blood, we 
even then dared to abandon ourselves to the 
usual excess and days of feasting and un- 
seemly dissipation. With right we are de- 
spised by all, mocked at by all the peoples of 
the earth. Awake, then, holy orthodox Rus- 
sia, fear God, cleanse thyself from the stain 
| of the foulness of thy.sins. Repent, enlighten 
thyself, and God will give thee grace.” |

He insists that he 
represents” the conservative element of the 
nation’s thinkers, who are opposea to the 
czar’s granting .constitutional reforms, for 
the reason that the people are not fit for 
such rule. Mr. Gringmuth says: ~..- 


Russia Must Have Autocracy. - 


“ Many are the redsons to-prove that Rus- 
sia cannot exist without-the autocratic power 


of historical, geographical, ethnological, re- 
ligious, ethical, and psychological nature. 
I shall restrict mryself to the historical facts. 
“Every civilized state must in its evolu- 
tion pass through the following stages: Au- 
tocracy, constitution, republic, Thig may be 
considered axiomatic by all who have in mind 
the history of the. last ‘two centuries in 
western Europe and America. But one cir- 
cumstance which always accompanies such 
an evohition is the existing centripetal force 
of a nation. The more typical examples of 
this are Germany and Italy, where the evolu- 
tion from absolutism to constitutionalism 
went hand In hand with the powerful national 
tendency to unite in one strong whole. 


| France Remained a Whole. 

“In France th® great governmental up- 
heavals, from the downfall of the monarchy 
in 1788 to the establishment of the republic 

in 1870, a yr accompanied by a strong na- 
tionalistico feeling, ‘and no one even thought 
of the dismemberment of France, | 

“No need to mention. the smaller states, 
such as Greece, Belgium, Holland, which 
represent strongly united entities, incapable 
of division, since they have'no parts. And 
who does not know of the ideal national 
energy of Switzerland, which will always 
rémain one, though composed of three dif- 
ferent nationalities. 


English Empire I@Weakening. . 

“ But now for the other side of the picture. 
In Great Britain we al see signs of an 
insufficient centripetal force, due to an in- 
sufficient feeling of national unity. In the 
eighteenth century it lost its American colo- 
hies, and the present relation of the mother 
country to its foreign possessions is weaken- 
ing to such an extent that the name of Brit- 
ish ‘empire’ is becoming questionable. We 
will say nothing of Ireland, that eternal open 
wound In the body politic of the!‘ empire.’ 

“In the same manner the relations be- 
tween Sweden and Norway are constant! 
growing weaker; these’ two countries cou 
not unite into one whole 
they never will do so. is 


Austria-Hungary’s Sorry Plight. 

“ But the mos& striking example of centri- 
fugal, ‘anti-gover force is offered by 
the Austro-Hungarid@W monarchy. Durinz 
the unlimited autocracy of the Hapsburgs, 
since 1689, it presentéd one political whole, 
firmly united: ‘When, in 1848, the era of 
democratic - constitutionalism . began, the 
monarchy .was, shaken to its foundations, 
FRungary separated from. Austria, retaining 
only an outward tie, which, if nat today, will 
tomorrow, be broken. 

“The Hapsburgs have forever lost the 
Italian provinces, have been driven from 
Germany, and the Austria of today repre- 
sents a rabble of antagonistic nationalities, 
rendering an ideal political life impossible. 


Parliament Impracticable in Austria. 

“As Prof. Gumplovich of Gratz, an expert 
in state law and sociology, writes: 

“*In Austria the parliamentary system 
has existed forty years and more, and what 
is the lesson it has taught us? That a par- 
liamentary system for Austria is an utter 
impracticability. It was transplanted hither 
from the west, but took no root. The more 
the strength of the Germanic elements de- 
creased and that of the other nationalities 
grew, the clearer_could it be seen that na- 
tional struggles make parliamentarism im- 
possible. Political and social parties are 
possibile in a parliament—not national. For 
a struggle between nationalities is in every 
way, different from a struggle between par- 
ties within a nation.’ : 


Finds Parallel in Russia. 

“As with Austria-Hungary on a compara- 
tively small seale, so with Russia on a co- 
ossal one, and the peril with which parlia- 
mentarism menaces Russia is, therefore, in- 
finitely greater than that which the Haps- 
burgian state faces. 

“The Russian emptre is vast, but its vast- 
ness is still of recent grigin. Its western 
and eastern frontier possessione—F inland, 
the Baltic provinces, Poland, the Caucasus, 
and the central Asian regions—have not 
only not yet assimilayed themselves with 
Russia proper but th@ do not even desire 
to do so. They entertain hopes of an inde- 
pendent national, and even political, ex- 
istence. : 


Romanoff Would Follow Hapsburg. 

* Let us now suppose that the autocracy, 
which has created and preserved in its en- 
tirety the great united Russian empire, be 
swept away and in its place be substituted 
constitutional parliamentarism. What takes 
place in this parliament? A process of disin- 
tegration, as in its Austrian prototype, the 
- fragments arraying themselves not into po- 
itical but into national parties, which enter 
into’ an implacable conflict’ among them- 
selves. 

“ This conflict will put a stop to the whole 
march of political life and will end only when 
all Russia has been reduced to shattered 
fragments; in other words, when Russia has 
| ceased to exist. 

“ Such a prospect is, of course, a consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished by all the en- 
emies of Russia. 


Russian Conservatives Are Horrified. 

“But we Russian conservatives look with 
horror upon the prospect of such a fate, and 
are endeavoring with all our strength to 
avert it. But the present enemies of Russia 
in western.Europe would do well to consider 


consequences of the disappearance of great, 
powerful. Russia, then no longer able to re- 
sist the menacing yellow invasion, which 
would sweep over its remnants to fall upon 
Eur with,sll its destructive force. 

*“ Russia needs autocracy, under which, as 
has been shown by the history of ages, Rus- 
sia has been able to fulfill with such success 
her great task. Parliamentarism, on the 
other hand, would destroy Russia's integrity, 
and with it Russia herself.’’

POWERS DISCUSS AGRICULTURE 
Californian’s Plan for International 
Chamber Is Subject of Representa- 
tives of Nations in Vienna. 


VIENNA, March 19.—A further decided step 
toward the establishment of an internatianal 
chamber of agriculture, proposed by David 
Lubin of California, and initiated among 
the world powers by King Victor Emmanuel 
of Italy, was taken in Vienna today. Rep- 
resentatives. of the agricultural interests of 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Spain, and Italy 
met here today to inform themselves concern- 
ing the proposed chamber. 

Mr. Lubin read an address explaining the 
plan and scope of the’enterprise. Several 
members, including Prince Borghese of the 
Italian committee, to which was-intrusted the 
carrying out of the preliminary arrange- 
ments for the conference of nations held in 
Rome, reported on progress. 4 

Members of the congress will communicate 
to their respective organizations the informa- 
tion acquired at today’s meeting, which was 
decjared to be of great importance and value 
to national and internationai agriculture.

| u to Fight Vice. 

“The statutory duty to ‘ observe and in- 
spect’ illegal resorts often is made the ex- 
cuse for such practices. We propose that 
these powers: shall be exercised by the 
commissioner through a special bureau. 

“The plan of centralizing the duty ofde- 
tecting these offenses in a special burean 
is a simple and, we believe, a sound method 
of dealing with the most serious evil af- 
fecting the police.” 

A central offiee bureau is to be formed for 
the control of the liquor traffic and for the 
detection and suppression of gambling and 
disorderly es. The chief inspector, is to 
appoint members of the force to this bureau. 
Fifty men this new department are to 
be called detectives of the first grade, and 
are to receive sergéants’ pay. They are to 
hold office at the pleasure of the chief in- 
spector. 

This force must inspect all places having 
excise licenses, and must see the excise laws 
are obeyed, and must enforce the disorderly 
house, gambling house, lottery, and policy 
laws. 

Failure of duty, due to neglect or inef- 
ficlency, may result in dismissal from the 
force. 
charges are to be factors in hearing new 
charges against the men. 

The commissioner is to have the right to 
reduce the rank of captains and inspectors 
on general charges. aids : 


Urge a Responsible Chief. 

“It fs provided also in the bill that thé com- 
missioner shall designate one of the captains 
or inspectors to “ act" as chief inspector at 
the will of the commissioner. He shall be 
the executive head of the force and shall ‘‘ be 
chargeable with and responsible for the 
discipline and efficiency of the force.”’ 

In place of the bureau of detectives and of 
detective sergeants the central com- 
migpioner is to organize a ‘‘ bureat of crimi- 
nal investigation.'’ The chief inspector will 
have the power to recruit the members of 
the bureau from the patrolmen and to place 
a man in charge. 

Rakes the Detective Bureau. 

In speaking of the present detective bu- 
reau, after a discussion of the foregoing 
changes, the report says: 

“Its unsatisfactory condition generally is 
conceded. We propose to take away from 
the. captain the power to protect, which 
gives him the power to exact, gnd to relieve 
the force as a whole from its duties, the per- 
formance of Which has been the source of 
s0 much corrtption, 

“We propose to distinguish more clearly 
between constabulary amd detective duties 
of the police administration by providing 
that the maintenance of order, suppression 
of disturbances, and arrest of crimtnals shall 
continue to be the duty of the uniformed 
force; and that the obtaining of evidence and 
investigation of alleged violations of the 
laws relating to gambling and disorderly 
houses and liquor traffic shall be the duty of 
a special bureau. 

“The present system involves the selec- 
tion by the captains of mef known as ward- 
men, and creates a connection between the 
system of vice and the system of protection. 
We desire to see this connection abolished 
so far as it Is possible to do so. 


“Lawless Methods” Used: 

“(We would also take from the uniformed 
police the duty now imposed by law ‘ to ob- 
serve and inspect’ illegal resorts. The pres- 
ent system has developed a tendency to re- 
sort to lawless methods. It has become a 
common practice to make arrests without 
warrants not only when no crime has been 
committed in the presence of’ the men mak- 
ing the arrest but when there is no reason 
for a belief that a crime has been committed.

POLICY HOLDERS IN EQUITABLE 
HAVE SUSPICIONS AROUSED. 


Counsel for Committee Declares Vice 


President's Statement That Mutual- 
ization Would Be Detrimental ‘to 
Seciety’s Interests Is Lllogical fa 
the Light of Recent Statement That 
Plan to Give Votihg Power to the 
Insured Was Ultimate Intention. 


New York, March 19.—{Special.}—Frank 
H. Platt, counsel for the policy holders’ com- 
mittee that has been urging the mutualiza- 
tioh of the Equitable Life Association so- 
ciety, issued a statement today, as follows: 

“The statement that Mr. Hyde does not 
feel it would be safe to give the policy 
holders of the Equitable immediate control, 
which is: ultimately contemplated, confirms 
the fears and suspicions of the policy holders. 

“This will be disquieting news to the 
policy holders. The movement for the mutu- 


alization sprang. from a. settled conviction, 


that the continuance of one man control of 
the soctety, with its vast funds, was detri- 
mental to the Interests of the policy holders 
and must be terminated. The concession of 
mutualization, creditable as it may be to Mr. 
Hyde and his advisers, was due to.the 
strength of the demand and the reasons un- 
derlying it. It can hardly be called logical 
that one man control of the Equitable is so

Statement Not Seriously Taken. 

“ The suggestion that thé present board of

A rural drama attractive beyond the ave- 
rage of its kind was presented at McVicker’s 
theater last evening. It is called “Home 
Folks,” and was built up by .C. T. Dagey 
from a suggestion received froma stanza 
in one of James Whitcomb Riley’s poems. 
At foundation the play is melodramatic, 
there being a villain included among the 
characters, who is of the type not found 
among “home folks"’ nor any other kind 
of folks existing anywhere outside a play. 
But this melodramatic manner is so thickly 
concealed beneath an exposition of the cus- 
toms and ways belonging to the simple, so- 
ciable life in a small country town that it is 
lost sight of, and the spectator receives the 
impression of watching and becoming one 
of the’ home folks" and of conveniently 
forgetting the playwright and his melo- 
drama. 

Mr. Dazey has realised the advisability cf 
introducing an abundance of child life into 
his play, and any one who ever has been a 
child in the country or is familiar with that 
life’s joys and harmless rogueries cannot sit 
through a performance-of “ Home Folks ”’ 
and not have his spirit stirred by ories 
of similar scenes of mischief in w he bhim-* 
self has had a prominent part. ‘This ele- 
ment, combined with a peculiarly sympa- 
thetic picturing of the love of a mother for 
her grown son,’ lends the play a power of 
appeal which is unusmally strong, and which 
jhe aie well for the enduring value of the 

ece, 

The play itself is above the average, and its 
manner of presentation being in the highest 
degree satisfactory, a rural @rama destined 
to hold its place on the stage for more than 
a single season is the result. 


The story Mr. Dazey has fashioned is an | 
effective one. A young girl, Ruth Claytén 
by name, comes to the farm of Widow Selby 
and makes her home there with the widow 
and her son John. Ruth’s brother Walter 
had been wild, had quarreled with his guar- 
dian, and had left home when Ruth was ab- 
sent. She has learned that he has joined a 
band of horse thieves headed by Dan Kin- 
trell and is now in the bottom lands near the 
Selby farm. It is in the hope of reseui er 
brother that she came to the Selby home. 

Walter was led against his-will intofthe 
band, and finally makes his escape, comes to 
the Selbys, and ts concealed there by John 
and Ruth. He has escaped, however, on a 
horse stolen from one of the farmers, and 
his leaving this horse in Selby's pasture 
throws suspicion of complicity in the horse 
stealing on John. A political rival of John’s, 
Paul Niles by name, has paid court to Ruth, 
but has been rebuffed, and, learning the 
truth concerning her brother, uses his knowl- 
edge to try to prevent the boy’s escape and 
thus force Ruth to favor his suit. The four 
acts have to do with the flight of Walter, 
the final clearing of the suspicion against 
John, and the capturing of the horse thieves, 
whose assistant Niles is shown to be. 

It is a story interesting enough to hold the 
auditor’s attention and is plausible enough 
for the dramatic purpose it serves. Its tell- 
ing is frequently interrupted by the introduc- © 
tion of scenes picturing the life of the coun- 
try folk, but these scenes are the portions 
of the performance which make the strong- 
est appeal to popular favor, and being built 
up with more than usual skill, and being oft- 
en remarkably real, they call for nothing but 
commendation. In the first act we have the 
youngster eager to go fishing with his play- 
mates, but obliged to stay at home and churn 
until “‘ the butter comes "’ and carry in wood 
until the woodbox is filled. In the second 
act we see the boys planning for a midnight 
visit to the ‘‘ swimming hole,’’ and watch all 
the festivities incident to an “ apple parin’ ”’ 
at the Selbys—a scene which contains a re- 
markably realistic country dance. In the 
third act the swimming hole is shown, and 
the youngsters finally are seen as they make 
their way homeward in barrels, their clothes 
having been stolen. And in the last act we 
have a country picnic with all its sports and 
merriment. It all is jolly, innocent, enjoy- 
able, and the audience which filled McVick- 
er’s last evening ,to the last space received 
everything with acclaim. ) 


The performance itself is a thoroughly sat- 
isfactory one. The Ruth of the cast is Miss 
Mamie Ryan, an actress whose gentle meth- 
ods deservedly wom her many admirers dur- 
ing the years she Was a member of the Dear- 
born stock company. She is a veritable pic- 
ture inevery scene in which she appears, and 
her acting is characterized by a girlish sweet- 
ness and sincerity’which make it in all ways 
satisfying and praise meriting. Mr. Arden 
as John Selby is manly, quiet, and earnest, 
and proves himself what he is, a leading 
man of superfor worth—one of the best in 
the country. Mr. Wise supplies a delightful 
bit of low comedy work as Joe Hawkins, o 
King is less melodramatically villainous than 
he might be as Niles, and for this merits the 
gpectator’s thanks; and Mr. Ince as the 
erring brother Walter instantly wins the 
sympathies of his auditors. Miss Waterman 
plays the mother in attractive manner, Miss 
Herne shows good dramatic powers as Sis 
Durkee, and Miss Ferguson is irresistibly 
jolly as Polly. The children and the players 
appearing in the minor réles are satisfactory 
and contribute much to the completenets and 
effectiveness of the performance. The set- 
tings are elaborate, but in excellent taste. 
Viadimir de Pachmann, the Russian 
pianist, gave his fourth recital here yester- 
day afternoon. The Studebaker was filled 
to its last available seat, and many wouki-be 
purchesers of tickets were turned away, 
unable to secure admission. The program

The fiction in the Sunday Trib- 
une is all worth reading. The 
stories are not only well writ- 


iten, but-they are interesting. 
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T any point within three miles of the 
Chicago city hall the beginner in am- 
ateur gardening is seriously handi- 
capped because of the smoke, gases, 
dust, and shade from so many build- 

ings, yet there are many shrubs and flowers 

and a feW vegetables that can be grown even 
there in limited quantities. I wish I could 
only make it more practical and lese difficult. 

The three things needed are the proper mate- 

rial, application, and faith. There is hardly 

any spot of ground, however small, or how- 

. ever shaded, that cannot be made to produce 

something, whether it is flower or vegetable. 

But, of course, care must be taken in making 

a selection of those things that will best 

“row in a given position. 

There is one advantage in these close city 
gardens—work can be commenced at feast 
ten days earlier in them than in the country 
or less crowded places. 


‘Tae soil should be three feet deep or more, 
and it will pay to take out the sand where 
possible and fill up with new soil. Even a 
few pails of new soil will help considerably 
by spreading it on the top before. sowing or 


wonld be benefited by a sprinkling of slaked 


slaked lime to cover a piece of ground 100 
square feet. It can either be raked dr lightly 
dug in. 

Those burning soft coal should save every 
bit-of soot, as it is one of the most valuable 
rertilizers known. The slops from the house 
and the soapsuds are among the richest plant 
foods, and should be used during the active 
growth of the crops. My advice is not to try 
to grow varieties that will not succeed with 
you. All the varieties in the following list 
will, with ordinary care, prove satisfactory: 

Lettuce—The Boston Market, Hanson, and Tennis 
Ball are the best and succeed each other in the 
order named. Sow Boston Market at once in 
cigar or other like boxes in the house. Keep warm, 
and in a few days the plants will appear. Keep 
them in the light and if thick thin out. By the 5th 
of April they should be strong enough to plant 
out of doors. On March 20, May 1, and May 10 
sow Tennis Ball. The seed must not be sown too 
thick; and as soon as the plants get from one to 
two inches high thin them out and use the thin- 
nings for salad or for transplanting. Thin out so 
that the plants are six inches apart. Don’t bury 
the seed too deep. Press it down tight, and use 
for lettuce the richest soil and the sunniest spot 
in the garden. 

Rad@ishes—Earlty Scarlet Turnip, Early Scarlet 
White’ Tipped and Long Scarlet Short Top are the 
besa Sow at once any or all of them, not too 
thick. As soon as the plants have their first rough 
leaves thin out, leaving the plants at least two 
inches apart. Sow every ten days either in drilis 
or broadcast, the latter preferable for small gar- 
dens; sow half an inch deep and make the ground 
firm. Rich sofl is needed, with water, and if 
possible with soapsuds. Give them as much sun- 
shine as possible. 

Onions—Sets,. only for small plats, yellow 
or white. Plant them one inch deep and one inch 
apart in rows 3 inches apart, Plant at once and 
again in ten days. These do fairly well in a 
shady position. The little grasslike onions known 
as chives should be in every garden however small 
it may be. They are delicious alike in soups or 
mixed salads, or eaten with bread and butter. 
They are perfectly hardy, growing from year to 
year, and form neat edgings on borders, or they 
may be grown in tufts by themselves. 

‘Beans—Except in a few favorable sunny locations 
beans are hard to grow successfully. Still, where 
there is room and some volume of air they may be 


kinds only, extra early Valentine, and Golden Wax, 
andthe tall kinds, such as Scariet Runner and 
Horticultural Pole. Just as soon as the first warm 
spell comes after the first of May sow both the 


_Inches apart in rows ten to twelve inches apart. 
Cover Otte tnclf deep and hill up the rows after the 
plants have three rough leaves. Do not wet the 
flowers or foliage of the beans too much when 
watering. If they do well make three or four 
sowings two weeks apart. Remember they need 
sunshine. Plant running beans on a south or west 
wall or fence in rich soil, three beans in a hill, ten 
inches apart, not less than-twenty-five hills of one 
kind, whether scarlet runner or horticultural. 
They must have either poles or strings to climb 
up on not less than six feet high, seven feet be- 
ing better. Scarlet runners are delicious sliced as 
green beans, and the flowers are showy and are 
good old city stand-bys. 

Beets~Try just one kind of early blood red, of 
fine flavor and-fine to cook when smal! as spinach. 
Sow at once for the first crop in a warm, dry cor- 
her not too deep, and make firm, laying the seed 
‘ene’inch apart in rows ten inches apart. As soon 
as the plants are six inches high thin out to four 
inches apart. You may cook all thinnings. Make 
three sowings fifteen days apart 

Spinach—-Try just one crop for early use in small 
garden. Use the round leaved and sow at once, 
either {mn patehes or drills. Thin out as the plants 
grow and don’t waste a single leaf. The small 
leaves are just as good as the large ones. 

Cucumbers—Perhaps there is a warm, sunny, pro- 
tected nook or corner where a hill or two of early 
cucumbers can be grown. If so, try them. They 
need rich, deep soil. Sow on April 10 in the house 
in a small flower pot or anything that will hold

Two of the most appetizing and tasty salad 
plants are mustard and cress. It is aston- 
ishing how little they are known or appre- 
clated. Of alé salad plants there is none so 
easily, none so quickly, and none so cheaply 
grown. They can be grown in any place 


where there is a temperature of not less’ 


than 60 degrees or more than 80 degrees. 
And this is how to do it: Je Ye. 
Fill and make level with sandy soil, boxes two 
inches deep, no deeper, and not less than eight by 
ten inches. Sow the mustard so that there is about 
an eighth of an inch between the seeds, and the 
cress slightly thicker. Then pres evenly the 
seed into the soil with a piece of smooth board or 
pane of glass; sprinkle with warm water, with 
brush, or atomizer and set away in dark, warm 
closet, Keep perfectly dark and cover over two 
or three thicknesses of paper or blanket. The 
mustard plants will appear in forty-eight hours 
and the cress In twelve hours. Then uncover 
and keep dark twenty-four hours; bring gradually 
to the light after this time and stand in a window 
four or five days, when the crop will be ready to 
harvest. Sow the boxes in succession of three or 
four days apart. Don’t give too much water, and 


do not allow them to get dry. By this method of | 


culture one of the most valuable green salads can 

be had every day in the year. In London mustard 

and cress grown in boxes oceupy more space than 
the entire Kent strawberry crop. 

Tomatoes—These are the above ground potato, 

and are equally as valuable. They are, in fact, 

of more value to us medicinally than is the potato. 

I don’t think there is a single house.in the whole 

city of Chicago that does not afford a place for three 

or four tomate plants, at least, and where they 
will bear fruit. The best of varieties for a small 

Place is Vaughan's early dwarf champion. It 

is dwarf and upright in its treelike growth. The 
fruit is large and of the finest favor. If there is 

room for a tomato plant to grow four to five feet 
high, why, then the variety Earliana can be added. 
- Tomatoes must be trained; that is, they must be 
supperted either by stakes or string or wires, and 
they must be.kept free from the growth which 
appears at the base of the plants after the leaders 
have got established. Don't let the plant carry 
more than four main shoots at any time, and on 
the 25th of August pinch out just the tops of 
every shoot on the plants, and don’t let any more 

grow. By this method you will be assured of a 

good little crop in the middle of September. Grow 

tomatoes in boxes on sunhy stoops or verandas, 

.on window sills, or on brackets, or on the top of 

fences in a box such as a baking powder box. A 

box eight inches deep, fourteen inéhes long, and 

eight inches wide is big enoygh for one plant. 

I wish every family had as their own, at 
the smallest, for a flower garden a patch of 
ground 50 by 25 feet. The subjoined list pre- 
sents many varied forms and colors of 
flowers, and under favorable circumstances 
and ordinary care there should be a great 
deak of pleasure gotten out of the garden, 
however small. I know a little garden on 
Fighteenth street, near Michigan avenue, 
on the north side, which contains just eighty 
square feet, and for the last six years in 
July, August, and September there has not 
been at any time less than twenty different 
kinds of flowers in bleom. Some good plants 
for city gardens are: : 

Aster, dwarf comet, all colors; sow May 1 in sun; 
thin out. 

Alyssum, sweet, for borders, in sun, flower white. 

Amaranthus (Princes Feather) tall plant; back- 
ground red tassels. 

Cailiopsis, chocolate brown, gold and yellow, 
foot high; sun. 

Centaurea, corn flower (blue bottle, ragged 
sailor), flower sky blue; keep dry. 

Cosmos, early mixed, pink and white; two feet 
high; sunshine. 

Four o’clock, ail colors; near fence in sun. 

Convolvulus, morning glory, least exposure, lots 


of room, 
Cypress vine, climber, does not want much 


room; sun. 

Marigold, French and African, yellow, gold, and 
brown; sun. 

Larkspurs, pink and blue; good sunshine. 

Rocket (candy tuft), white and purple, early; 
sow at once. é 

Nasturtium, dwarf and tall; 
poor soil in May. 

Nicotiana affnus, sweet scented white flowering 
tobacco. 

Pansy, buy a dozen plants early in April and 
place in sunshine and keep the seed picked. 

Mignonette machet, red flowered, sow at once 
in rich soil; thin out. a

Phlox Drummondu, dwarf mixed, plant In sun; 
“keep seed picked; sow at once.

For this purpose 
put a little ammonia in the water, net 
suds, allow the chimneys to drain unti] dry, 
as drying with a cloth causes a daubed ap 
pearance. 

Half an inch air space should always Be 
allowed at the top of the reservoir to allow 
for expansion of the oll when heated and 
prevent the ol! from oozing through 
mouth of the reservoir. The oll show Be 
poured from an oil filler. 

Occasionally the burner should bé allowed 
to boil in a little soda water, then rubbed 
clean and dried with a soft ¢loth.

They have their agents in each of the coun- 
ties, and, with a little enterprise, it would 
not have been difficult for them to ascertain 
who had been summoned te serve at this 
term of court. In a small country town a 
man who has been called on a United States 
jury doesn’t, as a general thing, keep the 
fact to himself. It is regarded as a great 
honor, and oftén the announcement appears 
in the local papers, among the ‘ personals.’ ”’
